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Claim 1 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: the phrase 
"the planetary gear mechanism" lacks antecedent basis. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the mvention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to tlie date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1,2,6,8-10 and 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Donaldson et al. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forlli in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Donaldson et al in view of Giardini. Donaldson et al shows the claimed 
device with the exception of the leaf members. Giardini at 3 1 shows leaf members 
for dissipating heat. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to modify the housing of Donaldson et al to 
comprise leaf members, as taught by Giardini, to dissipate heat therefrom. 
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Claims 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Donaldson et al in view of Kikuchi. Donaldson et al shows the claimed device 
with the exception of the three outermost planetary gears. Kikuchi shows three 
outermost planetary gears. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to modify Donaldson et al to comprise 
three outermost planetary gears, as taught by Kikuchi , to enhance interconnection 
of his planetary gear system. 

Applicant's arguments filed 12/1 1/08 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's argument that Donaldson does not provide increase 
braking force through progressive contact with the braking surface by pivotal 
movement of the braking element under centrifligal force as claimed, the examiner 
disagrees, note Donaldson's braking mechanism has braking elements 47, 52. 
pivotally attached at 51 to a centrifugal force mechanism 49,19,23, thus providing 
a braking force just as applicant's device.
